Th% invention relates to a toilet paper holder ana, more 
particularly, to a reEcrvoir for storing emergency toilet 
tissue within a standard holder for rolls of toilet paper.

Biany people use the same facilities, not everyone is consid- 
erate enough to replace an empty roll of toilet paper. 
Therefore, people may be inconvenienced by finding that such 
a roll is «««pty and no replacement roll is conveniently 
available.

It is accordingly an object of the invention to provide a 
toilet paper holder, which cvercoaes the hereinafore- men- 
tioned disadvantages of the heretofore-known devices of this 
general type and which allows the storage of a certain amount 
of emergency toilet paper. It is ensured that, once the 
supply of tissue on the roll of toilet paper has been deplet- 
ed, there is a sufficient amount of paper available in an 
emergency reservoir within the toilet paper holder. 
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Witfa tba foregoing and otner objects in view there is provid- 
ed, in accordance with, the invention, a toilet paper holder 
which comprises a body for supporting a roll of toilet paper 
on a bathroom fixture, the body having , a compartment formed 
therein for storing toilet paper and means for allowing 
access to the compartment. 

In accordance with another feature of the invention, the 
toilet paper holder body includes two ends and the means for 
allowing access to the campartment are in the form of a cap 
covering one of the respoctive ends. 

In accordance with a further feature of the invention, the 
body includes a substantially cylindrical outer surface and 
the means for allowing access are in the form of a lid formed 
in the outer surface. In accordance with a concomitant 
feature of the invention, the means are in the form of a slit 
formed in the outer surface. 

Other features whicai are considered as characteristic for the 
invention are set forth in the appended claims. 

Although the invention is illitatrated and described herein as 
unbodied in a toilet paper holder, it is nevertheless not 
intended to be limited to the details shown, since various 
modifications and structural changes may be made therein 
without departing from the spirit of the invention and within 
the scope and range of equivalents of the claims. 
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The construc5tion of the invention, however, together with 
additional objects and advantages thereof will be best 
understood froa the following description of the specific 
einbodlJiient when read in connection with the accompanying 
drawings. 

Fig. 1 is a perspective, partly brojcen-away, exploded view of 
a first eaosodiaent of the toilet paper holder according to 
the invention; 

Pig. 2 ia a penspective view of a standard bathrooa fixture 
for holding the toilet paper holder of Pig. i; 

Fig. 3 shows a second enbodiment of the toilet paper holder;

Fig. 4 is a side-elevational view of a second standard 
bathroom fixture for holding the toilet paper holder of Pig.

Referring now to the figures of the drawing in. detail and 
first, particularly, to Fig. l thereof, there is seen a 
cylindrical toilet paper holder, or tube 1. The tube 1 has 
two halves or cylindrical portions la and ib. The outer 
diameter of the portion lb is slightly smaller than the inner 
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diameter of the portion la. The portion Ih i3 partially 
inserted into the portion ia» 

A spring 2 is diepo&ed within the portion la/ as shown in the 
broken-away section of Fig. !• The spring 2, which abuts 
against the non-illustrated end of the portion lb which is 
inserted in the portion la, exert e a force on the portion lb 
in the direction of an arrow 3 . A non-illustrated stopping 
nedhanism prevents the portion lb from being pushed out of 
the poirtion la by the force of the spring 2. 

A lid or cap 4 is placed on the portion lb. The lid 4 shown 
in Fig. 1 has an inner diameter approximately identical to 
the outer diameter of the portion lb. However, the reverse, 
namely that the inner diameter of the portion lb is identical 
to the outer diameter of element A, which would be a plug, is 
also possible, depending on manufacturing and design prefer- 
ences. 

A nipple 5r the center axis of which is coincidental to the 
longitudinal axis of the toilet paper holder 1, is disposed 
on the cap 4^ A further nipple 5 is disposed on the distal 
end of the portion la. 

The toilet paper holder 1 forms a reservoir or compartment 
inside the portions la and lb. This reservoir is advanta- 
geously used for placing a quantity of toilet paper A inside 
thereof. This reserve toilet tissue may then be used in an 
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emergency, such as when the main paper roll is suddenly found 
to be empty. 

After the emergency paper is inserted into the toilet paper 
holder 1, the cap 4 is put on the portion ib. A regular 
toilet paper roll ie then slipped over the toilet paper 
holder 1, and this aBsembly is then attatshed to a standard 
• Jsathroom fixture 6, as shown in Fig. 2. 

The length of the fully extended toilet paper holder i, with 
the cap 4 in place, is slightly greater than the width of the 
standard bathroom fixture 6, i.e. the distance from" a sideT 
wall 8a to a sidewall 8b. 

The toilet paper holder l is engaged in the bathroom fixture 
by temporarily compressing the bolder l against the force of 
the spring 2- Then the nipples S are aligned vith the respec- 
tive recesses 1. When the holder 1 is released, the spring 2 
extends the holder 1 to its maximum length allowed by the 
distance- between the walls 8a and 8b. The nipples 5 thereby 
engage in the recesses 7. Katurally, the force of the spring 
% is also transferred to the cap 4, so that it is securely 
held in place ctti the portion lb. 

A further embodiment of the invention is ^own in Fig. 3. A 
toilet paper holder 9 has a cylindrical central portion lo. A 
slot opening 11 in the outer surface of the central portion 
extends along the length of the portion 10- Extra tissue A, 
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Which functions as emergency toilet paper in the 
afore-described sense, is inserted in the 5lot 11 • End 
surfaces 10a and 10b of the cylinder 10 hold nipples 12 which 
attach the holder 9 to a bathroom wall fixture. The nipples 
12 are shaped in the form of mushrooas or Ts, each with a 
stem portion 12a and a head portion 12b. 

AS indicated with phantom lines, the cylindrical surface of 
the holder 9 may further have a lid 10c offering better 
access to the inside compartment of the holder 9, 

A bathroom fixture 13 to be used with the embodiment of Fig. 
3 is shown in Fig. 4. A sidewall 14 has a csutout IS into 
which the nipple 12 of the toilet paper holder 9 is inserted. 
The cutout width approximately corresponds to the outer 
diameter of the stem portion 12 a* Accordingly, the lateral 
movement of the holder 9 is liniited by the end surfaces lOa 
or lOb respectively and the corresponding head portions 12b. 

Naturally, many possibilities exist for mounting the holder l 
on a fixture. Virtually all of the prior art mountings may be 
used with the holder of the invention. 
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1. Toilet paper holdar, comprising a body for supporting a 
roll of toilet paper on a bathroom fixture, said body having 
a compartment formed therein for storing toilet paper and 
means for allowing acceese to said compartment. 

2. The toilet paper holder according to claim l, wherein said 
body includes two ends and said means are in the form of a 
cap covering one of said respective ends. 

3. The toilet paper holder according to claim 1, whare'in said 
body includes a substantially cylindrical outer rfttrfaoe and 
said means are in the form of a lid formed in said outer 
surface. 

4. -Ehe toilet paper holder according to claim 1, wherein said 
body includes a substantially cylindrical outer surface and 
said means are in the form of a slit formed in said outer 
surface. 

5» Toilet paper holder, comprising a body for supporting a 
roll of toilet paper on a bathroom fixture, said body having 
a compartment formed therein for storing an emergency supply 
of toilet paper and means for allowing access to said com- 
partment for selectably resupplying said body with emergency 
paper and retrieving ©nergency paper. 
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6» In a toilet: pap*r holder assembly wherein a siihstantially 
cylindrical elongatie body rotatably supports a roll of toilet 
paper on a bathroom fiaeture, vherein the improvement compris- 
es: said elongate body having a compartment formed therein 
for storing an emergency supply of toilet paper and said body 
including means for alloiring access to said compartment for 
selectably reeupplying ^&aid body with emergency paper and 
retrieving emiergency paper. 

7. The toilet paper bolder assembly accoirding to claim 6, 
wherein the bathroom fi?£ture has recesses formed ^therein and 
wherein the elongate body has nipples formed on the ends 
thereof for ^gaging in the recesses. 

a* The toilet paper holder according to. claim 1, wherein the 
roll of toilet paper includes a core onto which the toilet 
paper is rolled having a substantially cylindrical opening 
with an inner diameter, said body being substantially cylin- 
drical and having an outer diameter, and wherein said outer 
diameter is smaller than the inner diameter for allowing said 
body to be inserted into the core of the toilet paper roll.
